Singapore Aasizres, . 


Mr Tystice Deane, the presiding 
judge, ‘criticised the severity:of the 
minimum aentence for this offence. 
‘This man has stolen $8.40 and I 
cannot sentence him to less than 
seven years,” he snid Such sen- 
tences are absurd.” 

“Mr. Whitley (for the prosecus 
tion): ‘Your Lordship does ° nat 
think that robbery with a weapon 
like that deserves a Inrge sentence? 


His Lordship: I am not in ‘any 
Way saying that it is not s serious 
offence, but, after all, there is the 
fact that only $8.40 was stolen. 

Mr. Whitley: With all’ due 
respect, my Lord, T submit that 
$8.40 to 3 man in the position of 
the complainant might mean - as 
much as 2 much larger sum to other 
people. 

His Lordship: eas is a young 
boy of nineteen whom I must sen- 
tence to seven years. I think it 
is a great mistake. I have to ad- 
minister the'law as ib is, but I 
think o judge should be given some’ 
discretion “in such -o matter. I 
think if he got.a year’s imprison- 
ment and a good flogging it would 
be much better.! < 

Mr. Whitley : With the utmost 
respect, my Lord, I think as things 
are nowadays, the country is flood- 
ed with people coming down from 
China and leading others astray, 
end “I am rather inclined’ to think 
that severity is the better method.
